IN ALBERTA ENDED 


EDMONTON; Alta., Oct. 23 Gee 
cial - Correspondence) — After - 
-period of over six months, April 1. to 
Oct. 10, the Alberta coal field strike 
is concluded and the men have fe- 
turned to work. According to esti- 
mates of the Department of Labor, 
775,000 man-working days and a.coal 
production of 1,500,000 tons were 
lost: because of the strike, which in- 
volved approximately 8000 men. 

The collieries in the ‘Lethbridge 
coal field, as well as the Drumhéliler 
mines and those in the Red Deer 
Valley. coal field, are now in -full 
operation; as the miners reported - 
back for work on Oct.-20.. The con- 
clusion of the strike means a defeat 
for the miners, who have now agreed 
to a reduction in wages of $1.17 .a 
day for contract miners, and a de- 
crease of 12% per cent:for men on 
day wage.

‘The speaker- showed to them the 
long staff of the shepherds and the 
rod, a short, clublike stick with a 
ball on the end, and told them sim- 
ply hdw*the shepherd led his sheep 


over the hills to find green pastures. 
Always he went before, pushing aside 
the bushes with his staff to make 
sure there were no hidden enemies 
that could harm:his charges, and al- 
ways ready, if-a serpent or other 
danger should be found lurking in 
the way, to attack it at once and 
destroy it with thé rod: in his hand. 
It was primarily a.rod to protect the 
sheep, not to strike them, to comfort 
them with the assurance that their 
shepherd would not let the enemy 
come near to frighten or to harm. 
A sehse of relief:came to the young 
hearer as she realized that the verse 
did. not mean that God’s hand was 
always lifted ready to punish; but 
that instead she could say, with the 
assurance that a loving care sur- 
rounded her, “I will fear no evil: for 
thou art with me.” 

If we knew God-better, and better 
understood His love for His children, 
we should never be: afraid ‘to say, 
“Not my will, but thine, be done”; 
we should never fear that God’s- plan 
for us must be tasks that are too 
great and burdens too heavy to bear. 
Our Father has nothing for us but 
gdod—-nothing but love that will pro- 
tect us and wisdom that will show 
us the shortest way to happiness. If 
sometimes it appears necessary to 
make what appears at the moment 
to be great sacrifices; we shali find 
we are never required to give up that 
which is redl and good-and helpful, 
but, rather, we are asked to let.go of 
something that would bar our prog- 
ress and to receive, instead, a far 
more satisfying and complete gift
